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NO TEST OF THIRD PARTY 
Democrats are still talking to themselves 
about the election or Henry Wallace's con- 
gressional candidate In a Bronx district ol 
New York City. The result surprised every- 
body, including Mr. Wallace. And there have 
been about as many explanations oI Its signi- 
ficance as there were votes cast lor the Re- 
publican candidate— 1,482. ■ to be exact—In 
the election. 

Ed Flynn, Democniilc boss oI the Bronx, 
laid It to "the communist menace." and hoped 
the election "will serve as a warning." Mr. 
Wallace called the victory "a repudiation of 
the 'get tough' double standard lorelgn 
policy." His manager hailed it as evidence of 
"the ovenvhelmlng grass roots cnthusla.'im 
for Mr. Wallace and his program throughout 
America." 

The victorious American Labor party candi- 
date, Leo-Isacson, said the vote was "a re- 
pudiation of the Truman administration" 
and an expression of "the Indignation oi'cr 
the betrayal of the heroic defenders of Pales- 
tine." 

There was speculation when Mr. Wallace 
announced his candidacy that he might be 
' able to throw New York state to the Repub- 
lican candidate in November. After thl-s trial 
contest in the Bronx, such talk Is more than 
vague conjecture. All of which makes the 
election of national Interest. 

New ¥ork"a 24th congressional district Is 
normally Democratic. In 1040 the Democratic 
vote was 30,316. and the ALP got 24,249. In 
the special election the Democratic candidate 
got only 12,578 voles. But the ALP didn't pick 
up the difference. Mr, Isacson polled 22.607 
votes. 

The voting population of the 24th dbtrlct 
la about 50 per cent Jewish and 20 per cent 
Negro and Puerto Rlcan. Mr. Isacson got 56 
per cent of the vote. 

These facts and figures tell a fairly com- 
plete story ot the third party's first triumph. 
Mr. Wallace worked his new strategy of ap- 
pealing to the special interest* and griev- 
ances of minorities. It paid off In a' section 
peopled largely by minority groups. Boss 
Flynn's machine, whatever the reason, ob- 
viously didn't get out the vote. The tlrclta^ 
comrades of the pro-eommunl.'st, pro-Wallace 
ALP worked with their accustomed energy. 

Mr. Isacson'fl victory looks like a protest 
against the Palestine arms embargo and 
against the doctrine of white supremacy. But 
wo don't think it reveals a widespread repu- 
diation of our foreign policy. Nor Is it evidence 
of "grass roots enthusiasm," for this Bronx 
district Is not "grass roots"' country. It is a 
poor, crowded tenement section — fertile 
ground lor Fanner Wallace's special plead- 
ing, 

But these 23,607 votes for Leo Isacson can 
have a profound Inlluenec on President Tru- 
man'a bid for the majority of 50-odd million 
voles eight months from now. Between this 
Bronx revolt on the left and the brewing dis- 
content of the right-wing south, the Demo- 
eraUc strategists find themselves wlUi a peck 
of worrisome trouble. For they will need New 
York's 47 electoral votes as well as the solid 
south If they are going to win. 



PRETTY HARD TO SWALLOW 
Because it was more concerned about the 
"parly harmony" to which Ira Masters at- 
taches so much Importance, the Democratic 
parly of Idaho is suffering no Uttle humilia- 
tion. 

Many of the state's leading Democrats have 
awollowed hard for a number of years In 
trying to stomach thl.i man'Olcn Taylor, but 
the party as a whole never brought Itself to 
the point of reading this renegade out ot their 
ranks. 

Now, as a result, It has brought embarrass- 
ment not only upon Itself, but upon the na- 
tional Democratic isarty as well. Including the 
Presldent'of the United States. Senator Tay- 
lor has thrown them all overboard to align 
himself with Henry Wallace and the third 
party movement. 

The Democrats of Idaho could have seen 
all this coming when Taylor started kicking 
them around. But cither because they were 
chiefly concerned with their ovn party har- 
mony or recognized TaylOL aa being stronger 
than the party itself, they avoided any show- 
down with the senator who continued his 
attacks upon President Truman and the Mar- 
shall plan and took Issue with Democratic 
policies all up and down the line. 

Taylor not only has bolted the party which 
he was allowed to use as a convenient vehicle 
lor his political aspirations, but now. as a 
aelf-detennlned rank outsider, he Is still "lay- 
ing down the law" to the Democrats of Idaho: 
the congressional candidates of the 
Democratic party are at all acceptable," saj-s 
Taylor, "they will have the whole-hearted 
support of the third partyv" 

■ Which only means that the Coulter Gossett 
faction of the Democratic party had better 
toss In the Aponge. or else. It was badxnough 
for the Idaho Democrats to be pushed around 
by Taylor whUe he aUIl professed to be a 
member of their party. But now that he has 
deserted them altogether, hla cdntlnued 
threats must be especially difficult for even 
them to swallow.
